Nurses

contract 


O Agreement calls for wage freeze in first year, two per 
cent ‘productivity’ payment in second year © Province 
agrees to hire 70 per cent of nursing graduates 


Members of the union that represents 
24,000 registered nurses in Alberta have 
voted in favour of a new contract. 

The United Nurses of Alberta had been 
recommending acceptance of a three- 
year deal recommended by a mediator. 

The agreement calls for a wage freeze 
in the first year, a two per cent “produc¬ 
tivity” payment in the second year and a 
four per cent wage increase in the third 
year. 

Alberta Health Services has also 
agreed to hire 70 per cent of nursing 
graduates — which would amount to 
more than 700 new RNs in the first year 
of the contract. 

The province has also agreed not to re¬ 
duce the overall number of hours nurses 
work and to convert some part-time posi¬ 
tions to full time. 

Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky says 
the new deal will bring a greater level of 
certainty and stability to Alberta’s health¬ 
care system.

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$20M settlement for kidnapping victim 


California lawmakers ap¬ 
proved a $20-million settle¬ 
ment Thursday with the 
family of Jaycee Dugard, 
who was kidnapped as a 
girl and held captive in a 
secret backyard for 18 
years by a paroled sex of¬ 
fender. 

Dugard, 30, resurfaced 
last August with two 
daughters she bore with 
Phillip Garrido, a convict¬ 
ed rapist. 

Dugard, her mother and 
daughters filed claims in 


February saying state offi¬ 
cials with the Department 
of Corrections and Rehabil¬ 
itation failed to do their 
jobs. 

Parole agents began su¬ 
pervising Garrido in 1999, 
but failed to discover 
Dugard. 

The Dugard family 
members claimed psycho¬ 
logical, physical and emo¬ 
tional damages. 

“I can’t emphasize 
enough that we’ve got to 
be much more prudent in 


terms of how we provide 
oversight for released pris¬ 
oners in the state of Cali¬ 
fornia,” Assemblyman Ted 
Gaines said. 

The money will be used 
to buy the family a home, 
ensure privacy, pay for ed¬ 
ucation, replace lost in¬ 
come and cover what will 
likely be years of therapy, 
said retired San Francisco 
County Superior Court 
Judge Daniel Weinstein, 
who acted as the mediator 
in the case.

BP and the Obama admin¬ 
istration faced mounting 
complaints Thursday that 
they’re ignoring foreign of¬ 
fers of badly needed equip¬ 
ment and making poor use 
of the fishing boats and 
volunteers available to 


help clean up what may 
now be the biggest spill 
ever in the Gulf of Mexico. 

In recent weeks, for rea¬ 
sons BP hasn’t explained, 
many fishing boats hired 
for the cleanup have done 
a lot of waiting around. At 


the same time, there is 
mounting frustration over 
the time it has taken the 
government to approve of¬ 
fers of help from foreign 
countries and internation¬ 
al organizations. 

The Coast Guard said 


there have been 107 offers 
of help from 44 nations, 
ranging from technical ad¬ 
vice to skimmer boats and 
booms. But many of those 
offers are weeks old, and 
only a few have been ac¬ 
cepted.

With help from “cre¬ 
ative” bankers, this fuelled 
the biggest housing and 
debt bubble the world has 
ever seen. Then the bubble 
popped. 

What are politicians do¬ 
ing here? Same thing. The 
Bank of Canada has kept 
interest rates at rock bot¬ 
tom levels for almost three 
years now. 

The CMHC. The Crown 
corporation insures about 
60 per cent of banks’ mort¬ 
gage loans — generally the 
riskiest ones. Since CMHC 
is backed by taxpayer 
money, banks can lend to 
people who can’t afford it 
without bearing the risk. 
As a result, people are 
spending like there’s no 
tomorrow. We have creat¬ 
ed a legion of subprime 
borrowers, one broken re¬ 
frigerator away from 
default.

At least M. Night Shya¬ 
malan finally tried some¬ 
thing new. The Sixth Sense 
director — dedicated to 
twist endings and subtle 
chills — has ventured out 
of his comfort zone for The 
Last Airbender, based the 
popular anime-influenced 
Nickelodeon series Avatar. 

He’s going for Star Wars- 
style childish thrills, but 


unfortunately his movie is 
weighed down by meas¬ 
ured pacing and unrelent¬ 
ing seriousness. 

These qualities worked 
well in his early thrillers, 
but suck the life out of this 
cartoon adventure. 

It’s like watching A1 Gore 
struggling through a come¬ 
dy routine, but without the 
unintentional laughs.

frozen in the ice who just 
might be the long lost 
avatar. 

It’s a complicated and in¬ 
triguing mythology, but

Adrien Brody admits that 
he wasn’t the most pleasant 
person to be around while 
making Predators, the lat¬ 
est in the major science-fic¬ 
tion franchise. 

“I was living a very kind 
of austere life when I was 
making this film,” he ex¬ 
plains. “I had no sugar, no 
alcohol. I was not having 
sex, I was in the jungle 
alone for the most part 
when we were in Hawaii. 
And that will make you fe¬ 
rocious. I was training six 
days a week and lifting very 
heavy weights, which in¬ 
creases your body’s testos¬ 
terone output.” 

All that preparation was 
necessaiy to transform the 
normally slender Oscar- 
winner into Royce, an in¬ 
timidating mercenaiy and 
survivalist dropped onto an 
alien planet to be hunted 
for sport by the series’ 


namesake creatures. All the 
bulking up, as well as the 
conditions of the set, 
helped get Brody into the 
right mindset. 

“There’s a certain degree 
of emotional transforma¬ 
tion that happens when 
you physically alter your¬ 
self. You find yourself veiy 
adrenalized,” he says. “You 
are running through a wall 
of fire and you are wielding 
an axe-lilce hammer, and 


you are interacting with 
seven-foot-tall monsters. 
And they hurt when you hit 
them. I still have scars.” 

Since winning an Oscar 
in 2003 for The Pianist, 
Brody has cut an eclectic 
path as an actor, going from 
blockbusters like King Kong 
to indie fare like The Broth¬ 
ers Bloom. 

“I’m always open to new 
challenges. That’s part of 
what inspires me.” 


CARTOON TO FILM A TOUGH GO 


Like Scooby Doo and Inspector Gadget before 
it, this weekend's The Last Airbender first saw 
the light of day as an animated television show. 
Director M. Night Shyamalan first came across 
Avatar: The Last Airbender, when his daughter 
said she wanted to be one of the characters, 
Katara, for Halloween. 


fter that 
watching the 
show became 
“a family event 
in my house,” 
says the direc¬ 
tor. “When I saw the 
cartoon I thought it was so 
well thought out in term of 
mythology. It had 
Buddhism, martial arts and 
CGI (and it was) character 
based. I knew it would 


make a great feature film 
... I knew we could do 
something that wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be just a great treat 
for the eyes, but also for the 
mind and the soul.” 

Shyamalan is shooting 
high, hoping to turn The 
Last Airbender (they had to 
drop the Avatar part of the 
TV show’s title) into a trilo¬ 
gy. “I have always wanted 
to develop a long mytholo¬ 
gy based franchise like The 


Lord of the Rings,” he says. 

One television-cartoon- 
to-big-screen adaptation 
that lasted more than one 
installment was The Flint- 
stones. The animated mod¬ 
em stone-age family (with 
friends Barney and Betty) 
mled Saturday morning tel¬ 
evision for six years, before 
making the leap to the big 
screen in 1966 in The Man 
Called Flintstone, a musical 
James Bond parody. 

After that the show 
came back to TV in various 
incarnations — one even 
featuring the Marvel 
Comics superhero The 
Thing — but a return to the 
big screen took almost thir¬ 
ty years. In The Flintstones, 
the 1994 live action 
version, John Goodman 
Yabba-Dabba-Dooed his 
way through the film as 
Fred. Unable to leave well 
enough alone a prequel, 
The Flintstones in Viva 
Rock Vegas, followed in 
2000. Soon though, Fred 
and Wilma will be back 
where they belong, in an 
animated film, set to be re¬ 
leased in 2011.

Robyn set to drop 
trilogy of albums 


O Swedish pop star has been touring extensively since last release five 
years ago O Body Talk brings a blend of bubblegum pop and club music

In the music biz, five years 
is an awful long time to 
wait for a new record. But 
unlike most artists that 
tend to lose fans over such 
an extended period, 
Swedish pop star Robyn has 
amassed a fan base that just 
kept on growing after re¬ 
leasing her career-rejuve¬ 
nating fourth album back 
in 2005. 

So, it’s good news for her 
fan base then that she will 
have three albums out by 
the end of 2010.

it was nice to not have to 
conform to the calendar of 
the music industry and do 
it in a way that makes sense 
to me.”

The album is 
inspired by club culture, 
dance music, technology 
and communication, so I 
guess it means all of that in 
some kind of way.” 


The first of the trilogy, 
Body Talk Pt.

lion. In Canada, sales are 
running up to 13 per cent 
behind where they were 
last year—and that was 
before the upward spike 
that came after Michael 
Jackson died. Things are 
so dire that it’s possible to 


sneak onto the Billboard 
Top 200 album chart by 
selling around 2,500 CDs. 
If it wasn’t for Lady Gaga, 
Justin Bieber, Drake and 
those damn Glee kids, 
things would be a whole 
lot worse. 

The Crisis in the 
Concert Industry: With 
revenues from CDs diying 
up like a Death Valley 
creek bed in July, artists 
have to tour more often 
and charge more for tick¬ 
ets. Add in high service 
charges and the 
perception that scalpers 
always get the best seats 
no matter how hard you 
tiy, people are staying 
away. The Eagles, the Dix¬ 
ie Chicks, Christina Aguil¬ 
era and Limp Bizkit have 
all had to cancel shows 
because of poor sales. And 
let’s not even talk about 
the serious problems 
Sarah McLachlan’s Lilith 
Fair is having.

Canadian GMs make 
a splash in market 

O Senators add Gonchar to bolster their blue-line O Canucks give 
Hamhuis biggest deal of the day O Flames bring back Jokinen, Tanguay 



When the NHL’s ffee-agent 
market opened for busi¬ 
ness, the Canadian general 
managers came charging 
in with their wallets out. 

Mike Gillis lured covet¬ 
ed defenceman Dan 
Hamhuis to Vancouver, 
Bryan Murray convinced 
veteran blue-liner Sergei 
Gonchar to join Ottawa 
and Dariyl Sutter dropped 
some jaws by bringing for¬ 
wards Olli Jokinen and 
Alex Tanguay back to Cal¬ 
gary- 

Not to be outdone, the 
other three Canadian GMs 


also made moves on a busy 
day that featured more re¬ 
straint than normal from 
managers around the 
league. 

The richest contract was 
the $27 million Vancouver 
US committed to Hamhuis 
over six years — and the 
27-year-old defenceman 
turned down more from 
other interested teams. In 
fact, his willingness to do 
so helped seal the deal. 

“We’re trying to com¬ 
pete for a Stanley Cup and 
ultimately players have to 
do that if they want to be 


in that environment,” 
Gillis told reporters on 
Thursday. “We were 
thrilled he was prepared to 
do that and looked at our 
team as a contending team 
and was prepared to come 
here for less money. It was 
a really good thing for us.” 

For a ffee-agent class 
that wasn’t considered 
veiy deep, a lot of players 
found new homes. 

However, the biggest 
fish of all remained with¬ 
out one as flashy winger 
Ilya Kovalchuk continued 
to weigh his options. 


Goaltenders and de¬ 
fencemen were in the 
highest demand. 

The Senators grabbed 
one of the top available 
blue-liners when they 
signed Gonchar to a $16.5- 
million, three-year con¬ 
tract roughly 20 minutes 
after he hit the open mar¬ 
ket. Murray was extremely 
aggressive in his pursuit. 

“We made a call right at 
12:01 and basically made a 
proposal,” he said. 

“I’m very happy, it adds 
a great deal to our team.”

Finally, there is a break in the 
action at the World Cup. After 19 
consecutive days of high-stakes 
soccer, the clock has ceased to tick 
and the eight teams that remain 
reload for the quarter-finals. 


K seems so strange. Maybe 

that’s why they call it “The 
Beautiful Game,” because of 
its relentless and inevitable 
continuation in spite of that 
which conspires to obstruct 
it. The World Cup hates to be interrupted. 

There are no commercial timeouts. 
They must wait until the end of the half or 
the conclusion of the game. 

Even injuries can’t make time stand 
still. 

Here’s another thing — the World Cup 
is unkind to those who claim the passing 
years as an ally, the so-called experienced 
players. 

Witness the stars of the current edition 
— Mesut Ozil, Thomas Muller, Lionel Mes- 
si, David Villa and Asamoah Gyan to name 
but a few. 

The youngest is 20 years of age, while 
the oldest, Villa, is still only 28. 


At the World Cup youth will be served. 

Finally, there is no time to stop and ar¬ 
gue about mistakes made by referees. 

The underlying message is to play on in 
spite of any adversity. 

That’s the way it has to be because the 
game, not the referee, dictates the out¬ 
come. 

It’s true that beautiful goals like the 
one scored by Frank Lampard of England 
have to stand and if that means video 
technology, then so be it. 

But someone has to find a way for that 
to become a reality without stopping the 
clock. 

The example is the National Hockey 
League. 

In the late 1990s, video reviews and the 
laughable mock drama of officials on tele¬ 
phones while rewinding tape machines al¬ 
most ruined the sport. 

The World Cup can’t let that happen. 

Time is what sets the World Cup apart 
and gives the tournament such aura. 

This is a rare beast that occurs only 
once every four years and perhaps a single 
time in a player’s lifetime. 

It’s also special because at the World 
Cup time is fleeting and it stops for noth¬ 
ing.

— it had to beat Costa Rica 
in a playoff — Uruguay has 
a dangerous scoring duo in 
Luis Suarez and Diego For- 
lan to go with its stingy de¬ 
fence. 

The players are giving 
full credit for their best 
showing since making the 
1970 semifinals to coach 
Oscar Tabarez.
